’y ‘HERE seems to be a widespread awakening of 

k civic conscience. Many of our older cities, i 

those that suffer from a bad industrial past, are taking 
energetic steps to refashion themselves on modern 
lines, not only in the matter of slum-clearance and 
rehousing, but in the replanning and tidying-up of 
central areas, and the provision of civic centres and 
other communal buildings. In Leeds, recently, we 
noted that the Corporation are engaged upon several 
works of improvement, including a new layout in front 
of the Town Hall and Art Gallery, and a complete re- 
planning of the City Square, which is a characteristic 
example of Victorian taste in statuary and other addenda. 
Many schemes for civic centres or improvements are 
contemplated in various partsof the country—Newcastle, 
Sheffield, and Bristol are important instances (we 
illustrate the Bristol scheme on facing page)—while in 
the Metropolitan area recently, several new town halls 
have been completed, notable examples being Hackney, 
St. Pancras, and Wandsworth, the last-named having 
been opened by Queen Mary last week. ll this 
activity is very gratifying, and no doubt much of it can 
be attributed to the politely s ive influence of 
the touring ‘ Civic Centres” Exhibition of the R.1.B.A. 
Much remains to be done, and we trust that local 
authorities who have had the misfortune to inherit 
badly planned or inadequately equipped urban 
areas will see the wisdom of taking competent archi- 
tectural advice on their replanning and general improve- 
ment in relation to the needs of the time. There is 
considerable evidence to show that such undertakings 
need not be a charge on the rates, but may, indeed, 
becomeactually profitable. The present time is peculiarly 
suitable for the tion of schemes which, if it is 
not practicable to put them in hand immediately, 
may well be held in reserve for realisation ata later date.

Franco-Eritish House. 


Tex opening of the Franco-British 
House at the Cité Universitaire, Paris, 
took place on Friday last. Unfortunately, 
the French authorities who are respon- 
sible for the building employed a French 
architect, and the original plans prepared 
by Mr. Edward Warren, F.R.1.B.A.. have 
not been used. Mr. Warren’s elevations, 
drawn by Mr. Cyril Farey, were exhibited 
in the Royal Academy some years ago. 
The Franco-British House has been 
designed in “ mock collegiate” style, as 
if a French architect had spent half a day 
in Oxford or Cambridge and had trans- 
lated his passing impressions into a 
French setting. The architecture of most 
of the 19 hostels already erected at the 
Cité Universitaire is not stimulating. 
As a French writer recently stated, the 
various hostels at the Cité are designed 
either in a false style of Louis XIII or 
false Renaissance, or false Greek, and one 
hostel is vaguely Chinese. Two of the 
best examples of modern architecture are 
the Dutch House and the Swiss House, 
designed by M. Le Corbusier. This 
French writer compared the University 
City to a world invented by the film 
producer, René Clair, where youth lives 
in a world of picture postcards. 


The A.A. Annual

He then became assistant 
master for 12 months at the Architectural 
Association School, and in 1914 he was 
appointed Professor of Architecture and 
Design at the School of Art in Bombay. 
He served during the war in Mesopo- 
tamia, and on his return, after his 
election in 1920 as A.R.I-B.A., his services 
were loaned to the City Improvement 
Trust, Bombay. He returned to England 
in 1926 and took over his father’s business 
in the management of an estate in 
Clerkenwell, and, at the same time, com- 
menced practice on his own. He subse- 
quently became a director of the Temper- 
ance Permanent Building Society, of 
which his father had been a director for 
many years and of which his grandfather 
and great-grandfather had been founders 
He was elected F.R.I.B.A. in 1925.

BERKELEY-squaRE Hovsz, occupying 


the east side of Berkeley-square {rom 
Bruton-street to Hay-hill, and hawing a 
long return frontage to Bruton-street, w;!] 
be one of the largest office buildings ip 
the West End of London. The site area 
is 80,500 sq. ft., of which 15,000 sq. ft. has 
been added to the main site by the diver. 
sion of South Bruton-mews. The building 
has been designed so as to afford the 
maximum natural light to all office space 
without any enclosed courts, by forming 
recessed bays to Berkeley-square, thus 
giving a direct view of the square and 
— from practically every 
office. 


The building will consist of 11 floors, 
with further floors in the tower, which 
rises to a height of 145 ft. from the pave- 
ment. The whole of the structural work, 
including the retaining walls, floors, stair- 
cases and lift shafts, will be of reinforced 
concrete, and will be faced externally 
with natural Portland stone up to the 
first floor, and above with special facing 
bricks. A basement will extend under 
the entire building, and this will be pro- 
vided with a double floor, in which will 
be housed all pipe services, drainage, air 
conditioning and ventilating ducts. 
Below the. basement a. smalier sub-base- 
ment will be constructed to accommodate 
the heating, electrical and other plant. 
The architects are Messrs. Gordon 
Jeeves and Hector O. Hamilton. Messrs. 
J. Stinton Jones and Partners are con- 
sulting engineers for the mechanical ser- 
vices, Mr. W. L. Scott for structure, and 
Sir Robert McAlpine and Sons (London), 
Ltd., are the contractors.

Army Vocational Training 
Centre Exhibition, Aldershot. 

Last week a large number of visitors 
attended an “ At-home” at the Army 
Vocational Training Centre at Thornhill, 
Aldershot, to see an exhibition of work by 
soldiers whose period of military service 
is expiring. We do not know whether 
military service develops a special 
aptitude for the acquisition of skill in the 
building crafts and trades, but judging by 
the results it would appear to be so. 
Among the trades taught are the 
electrical, sheet-metal working, plaster- 
ing, bricklaying, painting, joinery, 
machine working, upholstery, motor-car 
trimming, plumbing, heating and 
domestic engineering. On inquiry one 
was surprised at the short period of 
instruction that many of the students 
had received, considering the workman- 
like way they handled their tools and the 


results achieved. A general air of 
enthusiasm prevailed, and the students 
appeared to be keenly interested in their 
work. Results show that the training 
received is of great help to men seeking 
employment on leaving the army. Credit 
is due to Lt.-Col. Hurst and his efficient 
staff for the practical and sound methods 
employed.

Ts1s, mew. block of luxury flate—named 
after and with the approval of the late Sir 
James Barrie—was recently opened by Miss 
Elsa Lanchester. Barrie House occupies a 
fine position, and practically all its rooms 
have magnificent views over the Park and 
London generally. Much thought and atten- 
tion have been given to the planning of these 
flats to gain the advantage of these vistas. 
A specimen flat had been furnished for in- 
spection. by the visitors by Messrs. eee 
and Sons, who deserve credit for their judg- 
ment: in-the furnishing and colour schemes. — 

The building Was designed to give a maxi- 
mum of sunlight and view to the flats. 
Exceptional!y good views are obtainable from 
the 7th, 8th and 9th floors, and the archi- 
tects have incorporated at the 7th and 8th 
floors covered terraces of ample dimensions, 
sufficient to allow of meals to be taken out 
of doors or to be used as miniature 
gardens. The 9th-fioor flats will have railed 
balconies about 6 ft. 6 in. by 8 ft. 6 in. 
Large bay windows have been used in some 
of the principal rooms. 

Considerable provision has been made for 
floral decoration readily accessible to the 
tenants and planted in zinc flower-boxes 
sunk into the stonework of the structure and 
drained, 

The flats are served from a main staircase 
leading from the inner or lift vestibule. The 
vestibules and staircase are close carpeted in 
camel-coloured pile carpet, and the vestibule 
is treated decoratively and simply in Irani 
and Swedish m marble. Considerable use 
has been poh 3 of floral decoration in per- 
manent settings in the inner vestibule. 

Lift cars are panelled in walnut and have 
decorative panels of etched glass portraying 
characters from “‘ Peter Pan.” The lift 
doors, flat doors and mouldings on the public 
landings are jn Australian walnut. The doors 
have wrought-iron grilles over fire-resisting 
glazing, 

The building is faced in a plum-grey facing 
brick with a brown facing to the centre fea- 
ture on each facade. ‘Artificial stone has been 
used up to second-floor level. The windows 
are purpose made and generally vertically 
pivot hung. The bays are taken down to 
within 1 ft. of the floor and have heating 
coils continuously beneath, cased in and 
vided with grilles in B.M.A. mesh. The 
windows are painted cream and the balcony 
railings turquoise blue with portions of the 
pattern picked out in deep flesh pink.

Tut National Library of Wales was 
first begun in 1911, when the foundation- 
stones on the west end of the Library 


Hall were laid by King George V and . 


Queen Mary. A limited competition, of 
which Sir Reginald Blomfield was the 
assessor, had been won by Mr. Sidney K. 
Greenslade, F.R.I.B.A., in 1909, and the 
first sections, consisting of the north and 
south wings and the Manuscript block, 
were carried out immediately before the 
war. Mr. Greenslade’s design for the 
whole building has been generally 
followed with slight modifications only 
in the further additions recently carried 
out by Messrs. Adams, Holden and 
Pearson, comprising a part of the book- 
stack at the rear and the administrative 
block on the main front. To complete 
the main building there remains to be 
erected the central hall and additional 
beookstack accommodation, but the 
original scheme had also a monumental 
layout of terraces and subsidiary build- 
ings, which has been as yet only partially 
realised. 

The buildings are faced with granite 
in the lower part and Portland stone in 
the upper, except in the courtyards, 
where the facing is in brown and grey 
Ruabon bricks with Portland stone dress- 
ings. The roofs are covered with lead, 
with grey slates on the mansards. 

Internally, all fittings and furniture 
are of a linear design in Austrian oak, 
making for severity and harmony. This 
is well seen in the Council Chamber, 
which forms the main and central room 
ef the administration block. To either 
side of this are the President’s room and 
the Librarian’s room, and beneath them 
—on two floors—are the various work- 
rooms of the staff and lunch-rooms for 
staff and readers. 

The Readers’ Room (or Library Hall) 
is a well-lighted room 175 ft. by 47 ft. and 
38 ft. high. Books are stored in alcoves 
and en galleries, while the tables for 
readers, which in all will accommodate 
over 100 persons, are placed down the 


centre. In the corresponding block on 
the south side is the Print and Map 
Reom and, above it, the Exiibition 
Gallery, each room again running the 


whole length and width of the block. 1). 
Print and Map Room is on the south 
side of the building, and is comparatiy<|y 
low. Walls and ceiling are light colour-d. 
the pillars being placed lengthwise 
along it. 

The Exhibition Gallery has many o{ 
the same characteristics. Its south 

renders it ideal for the dispiay 
of some of the treasures of the Library. 
The Manuscript block has been cop. 
structed to ensure the safe preservation 
of valuable manuscripts and documents. 
Shelves in small stone recesses, each 
fireproof and damp-proof, hawe made this 
possible. In the centre of this block 
is the “Summers Room,” which is being 
used as an additional exhibition room. 
but will eventually be for use by readers 
of manuscripts and documents. 

The lower floor, where it runs beneath 
the Library Hall and Print and Map 
Room, is occupied in part by the 
Accessions, binding and photographic 
department, and in part is used for the 
storage of books, newspapers and 
periodicals. 

The total amount expended on the 
buildings ‘s £260,000—which sum includes 
terraces and fittings. The consulting 
engimeers are Messrs. Whitaker Hall 
and Owen, and the quantity surveyor is 
Mr. E. ©. Pinks. Stonecarving was 
executed by Mr. A. Broadbent and Mr. 
Joseph Armitage, and woodcarving was 
by Mr. Armitage and Messrs. Wm. 
Aumonier and Sons.

For 
mapy years by-laws by the Minister 
of Health have been sufficient in themselves 
to prevent it. If there has been “ jerry- 
building ”’ in recent years, it is probably due 
to the great increase in building and the 
inability of local authorities to provide an‘ 
pay for sufficient supervision in order ‘o 
enforce their bv-laws.

SEQUEL TO THE EARL’S COURT

The Electrical Trades Union v. Nippress

Failure of Paint on Roman Cement. 
[Answers to “ Harrow,’’ Jury 16.) 

Sir,—Roman cement is rapid setting and 
should be painted as soon as possible, prefer- 
ably as soon as it is hard enough to stand the 
pressure of the brush. Later, its amooth and 
non-absorbent nature renders moisture likely 
to condense on its surface. Getting a paint 
to adhere is then very difficult. When in this 
condition the eurfice should be roughened 
with coarse sandpaper to provide a key for 
the paint. Just before painting, the surface 
should be dried to remove any condensation 
moisture. A thin coat of paint should first be 
applied and worked well in. ‘ 

A good paint for this work consists of 
70 per cent. white lead and 30 per cent. zine- 
oxide ground together in 8 per cent. raw 
linseed oil and 20 per cent. turpentine. The 
final coat should be of zinc oxide, to which 
some good varnish has been added; this will 
prevent the discoloration which —— other- 
wise occur. : . z. W.

QUESTIONS AND ANSWERS. 


Tue following are abstracts of inquiries 
recently submitied to the Building Research 
Station.* 


Sound Insulation. 

An architect sougnt advice with. d to 
the prevention of the transmission of noises 
set up by w.c. tus to the room below. 
He stated that the floor had been insulated 
to some extent, and asked whether the pro- 
vision of a cork base to the w.c. pedestal 
would result in improvement. 

Reety.—The transmission of noise from 
w.c.8 to adjacent rooms is, of course, 4 
common trouble in buildings of all kinds, 
and vne which it is extremely difficult to 
remedy by structural means. uently, 
good planning to ensure, for example, that 
w.c. noises will not obtrude where they are 
most objectionable, i.c., in living rooms, 1s 
of first importance. Where, in existing cases, 
this has ‘not been done, the following recom- 
mendations may be useful, though it must be 
realised that complete satisfaction may not 
be obtainable in this way :— 

(1) Ensure that the structure surrounding 
the w.c. is as air-tight and massive as 
possible (¢.g., heavy and tight-fitting doors, 
puggings in timber floors, etc.). 

(2) Employ silent-acting fittings. The 
noise of flushing varies with different systems, 
but may be reduced to a minimum with 4 
syphonic in conjunction with a low-level 
cistern. toe wiles of refilling the cistern can 
usually be modified by reducing the pressure 
in the supply ins n some cases this may 
be done by feeding the cistern from the 
storage tank instead of the main supply. 
Alternatively, the flow may be restricied by 
partially oe ave a stopcock ir the 
branch pipe to the cistern, but this neces- 
sarily reduces the rate of refilling. 

The method of isolating the pedestal and 
its connections from the surrounding struc- 
ture by means of a resilient seating and 
resilient fixings is theoretically sound, but 
there is the practical difficulty of prenayen. 
a suitable junction between the soil pipe an 
the outgo ms the =. A practical method 
of overcoming this difficulty has not Fo been 
brought to the notice of the Building Re- 
search Station, and for this reason it is not 
possible to recommend the use of a cork or 
other resilient seating for a w.c. except as 
a method which might be tried to see 
whether, under the particular conditions, it 
does give any advantage. 


Wall Tiling on Breeze Block Partitions. 


The failure of wall tiling fixed to breeze 
block partitions is one which has been dealt 
with previously in this series. However, 
owing to the number of inquiries which are 
received, and in view of the further know- 
! on the subject of tiling which is now 
available as the result of recent investigations, 
a review of the problem is rtune. 

It should be emphasised that breeze con- 
crete partitions cannot be considered an ideal 
backing for glazed tiling. Where, however, 
wall tiling must be fixed to such a partition, 
it has been found that the risk of failure 
may be minimised by adopting certain pre- 
cautions. The principal causes of failure are 
to be found in movements of the breeze con- 
crete combined with weak adhesion of the 
tiling. The properties of breeze and clinker 
concretes are fully discussed in Building 
Research Bulletin No. 5—‘ The Properties 
of Breeze and Clinker regates and 
Methods of Testing Their ness,’’ re- 
vised edition, 1936 {obtainable from H.M. 
Stationery Office, price 6d.). In brief, the

stored on the job under dry conditions. 
Even in the most favourable circumstances, 
however, it is bly not ible entirely 
to eliminate shrinkage, and some risk of 
failure always exists. 

Preliminary ex Station 
have indicated that the adhesion of the 
tiling may be considerably improved by the 
use of a bituminous material with Portland 
cement for bedding and jointing the tiles 
instead of the more usual Portland cement. 
The cost is likely to be greater, but this 
would be offset by the greater degree of 
security from failure obtained. A_ bitu- 
minous Portland cement bedding and _ joint- 
ing material allows a certain amount of 
movement, either expansion or contraction, 
to take place in the partition, without the 
tiling being forced off, because the joints of 
the tiling are slightly plastic. In the ex- 
periments the material used was a bitu- 
minous emulsion and cement composition. 


A further programme of work on the 
general problem of the adhesion of tiles to 
various ings is in progress, and it is 
hi that definite information regarding the 
adhesion — by various bedding materials 
will be obtai In the particular experi- 
ments at the Station it was found impos- 
sible, by using a chisel inserted along the 
edge of the tiles, to remove any of them in 
large areas after a period of three weeks. 
The tiles merely cg! Ve off in pieces about 
lin. square. The adhesion appeared to be 
greater than that achieved in similar tests 
using a cement slurry and cement mortar 
bedding.

No coating applied directly to the brick- 
work in its existing condition could be ex. 
pected to remain adherent and seal in the 
salts indefinitely. The remedy, therefore, 
lies in allowing the walls to dry thoroughly 
after removing the paint. The access of 
further supplies of moisture from sources 
such as condensation, or penetration from the 
outside, would, of course, defeat this object. 
In this connection it should be noted that 
solid 14-in. brick walls may, under severe 
conditions of exposure, permit the penetra- 
tion of moisture. The salt already deposited 
on the surface should be removed by wire 
oe — the — observed for further 
eposits during the dryin iod. 

When deposits have ened to appear, a 
priming coat and paint of the type already 
employed could be successfully applied, pro- 
vided the wall surface is hard and sound; 
but if there is any evidence of penetration 
through the brickwork it would be advisable 
to render externally so as to minimise the 
possibility of defects arising from this cause. 


Bedding of Bricks. 


An inquiry was received from a_ brick 
manufacturer regarding the relative merits 
of bedding bricks with frogs upwards and 
frogs downwards, a problem on which there 
has often been much discussion. It is the 
more usual practice to adopt the former 
method, but no experimental evidence was 
available to show what would be the effects 
of the two methods on the properties of 
brickwork. Some tests were put in hand. 

Rerty.—Compressive strength and water 
penetration tests have been made to obtain 
some information about the possible effects 
of the two methods vf bedding. The 
strength tests were made on small piers, 3 ft. 
by 1ft. 6in. by 1ft. €in. Four piers were 
tested; two of which were built in Portland 
cement mortar and two in a cement-lime 
mortar (1:2:9), ‘the same t of brick 
being used in all the tests. The frog was 
laid upwards and downwards respectively in 
each pair. The results are given below :—

There is obviously a marked and some- 
what surprising increase in the strength of 
brickwork with frogs laid upwards. 

The moisture penetration tests were made 
on two panels, each 9ft. by 4 ft. 6in., built 
into a steel frame. The walls were tested 
seven weeks after building by allowing 
water from a perforated pipe fixed horizon- 
tally near the top of the wall to trickle over 
the face ox the brickwork for 24 hours. 
Observations were made of the number and 
approximate area cf wet patches which 
appeared on the inner face after that perio’. 
The results indicated that the wall built im 
the normal manner was better er 
the wall built with frogs laid downwar“s.

Retaining Walls. 

Tue types most uently used im stecl- 
framed buildings are : (1) Reinforced concrete 
cantilever; (2) reimforced concrete strutted ; 
(3) mass concrete; (4) steel-framed  canti- 
lever; (5) steel-framed strutted. 


a Concrete Cantilever Retaining 
Wa 

This type is the easiest and most convenient 
to construct. Its greatest advantage is that, 
being self-supporting, the dumpling can be re- 
moved without having to strut the wall; con- 
sequently, the construction of internal 
foundations, fixing of heavy grillages and 
other work in basements is done in an open 
site, thereby making for quickness and better 
workmanship. In the majority of cases of 
retaining walls they have to serve as founda- 
tions for the front row of stanchions, in which 
case the toe is designed for a temporary con- 
dition —— the horizontal earth pres- 
sure from the wall on to the ground, and for 
a final condition spreading the load from the 
stanchions in addition. 

In some cases, when the bottom is good 
and excavation can be reduced, and it is un- 
necessary to have a thick reinforced concrete 
toe for the temporary condition, the loads 
from the spreaders are distributed by rolled 
steel joints built into the toe. 

Fic. 7.—The construction of this type is 
dependent upon the method of waterproofing 
used. If asphalt or waterproof rendering is 
used on the front of the wall, the following 
method is used :— 

Fic. 8.—The trench is excavated down to a 
required bottom, frames being put in as each 
3 it. is excavated. The horizontal struts 
are wedged off the back walings, and the front 
walings packed off the poling boards by 12 by 
4 blocks to enable the vertical reinforcement to 
be dropped from the top between the walings 
and a boards, thereby increasing the 
effective thickness of the wall and enabling 
the timber walings to be removed in one piece, 
and reused elsewhere, which would be impos- 
sible if they were behind the rods. 

The lowest 3 ft. or so of the excavation 
is not framed if the ground will stand up, but 
directly the bottom has been maanliek and 
approved, it should be covered with a layer 
of rough concrete as it will quickly deteriorate 
if exposed to the weather. The rods are fixed 
in position and the toe completely concreted, 
horizontal construction joints being left at 
ends, together with holes on top of the toe, 
one te each set of horizontal struts. 

Fic. 9.—Soldiers are then fixed in these 
holes, spiked and cleated to the horizontal 
struts, except the bottom ones, which are 
removed with the lowest frame and replaced 
by struts, one at a time between the soldier 
and back waling. The shuttering for the 
battered face is fixed to the soldier and dove- 
tail blocks fixed at ends to form construction 
joints, If the ground will stand vertical, the 
poling boards are removed and concrete 
rammed back to earth face; on the other hand, 
if it is thought necessary to leave in an 
timbering, it should be pressure creosoted. 
This procedure is repeated for each frame until 
the wall is complete. The thrust from the 
ground at the ends of the trench is transmitted 
through short longitudinal timbers between 
cross struts which are transferred on to 
soldiers as each set of cross struts is removed. 
Longitudinal rods between walings are left 
projecting, and turned down to bond. into 
wext length of wall when constructed.

Glass in the British Pavilion, Paris. 

British glass is extensively used in the 
United Kingdom Pavilion in the International 
Exhibition, Paris. Both the central hall in 
the Main Pavilion and the Buttery ‘have 
floors of glass. For the central hall floor 
55,000 pressed white Vitrolite tiles are used, 
each about 2 in. square, relieved with tango 
bands. There is a counter of glass, and at 
the back of it a wall of the new glass bricks 
now being manufactured in England for the 
first time. At the opening to the roma 
room there is a composite mirror 
illustrating, by various degrees of work on 
glass, typical ‘British industries and. sports. 
On cither side of the door there are seven 
glass rods of 1-in. diameter. 

In the Buttery the floor consists of 52,000 
dull grey silvered glass tiles relieved with 
bands of red, white and blue Vitrolite. The 
counter top is in black Vitrolite, and there 
are shelves of ro east glass. There is 
also 1 map panel of Great Britain of rough 
cast glass with the sea area obscured with 
san‘) last treatment and land outlines and 
othe> features picked out with white acid 
lines’ These features are part of the general 
desizn of the architect of the Pavilion, Mr.

Congratulating t rust upon 
the pO it had achieved. the Minister said 
it was a example of co-operation be- 
tween the State, the local authorities, and 
private enterprise. The Trust, he was glad 
to thimk, had regard to the communal in- 
terest of the people who would live upon the 
estate, provision being made for community 
centres, sports and recreation, that would 
meet the needs of the people. : 

Mr. Charles Boot (Chairman of the Trust), 
who presided, said Sir Kingsley Wood was 
setting in motion labours which would operate 
in the flinging of ten miles of road across the 
estate, and in the building of 3,246 houses 
The Trust had built, since the passing of the 
Housing Act, 1933, no fewer than 4,700 
houses, and it had a further 8,000 houses 
definitely planned and in progress. “ As 4 
builder.” he continued, ‘‘ I am quite indiffer- 
ent whether houses are built under the 1955 
Act, which is really in the nature of an in 
vestment for us, or for local authorities, ™ 
which case we make a more immediate profit;
